This attached report and the reports in the indices of the Criminal 
Intelligence Section reveal that SUBJECT is known to have been in 
various areas outside the UNITED STATES when revolts against the 
UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT has taken place, such as GUATEMALA and 
CUBA. The report also alleges SUBJECT was a close friend of LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD,

Subject related that whan ha earns to tha United States In

he and his brother spent the earner at Bolport, Long Island, 
where he met Mrs. Jack Bouvier and her daughter. The 
friendship has continued through the years. Subject still 
corresponds with and occasionally sees Mrs. Kennedy’s 
mother, now Mrs. Hugh D. Auchincloss. 

Whan subject and a former wife organised the National 
Foundation for Cystio Fibrosis in Dallas, Jacqueline 
Kennedy was the honorary chairman. The foundation was 
organised because of the affliction of subjeot’a son, 

Sergio, who died from cystic fibrosis in I960.

It is alleged that subject is relatively unknown to law 
enforcement offioare. Source stated that subject ia 
reportedly Russian bom hut It is believed that subject 
eas bom in New Yoric. Source also alleged that subject's 
father is Polish been and haa definite Russian sympathies. 

It is alleged that subject has always enjoyed the 
confidence of the State Deportment and particularly 
the Kennedy Administration. At the time that Arbens, 
a comminist, took over Guatemala in the eamminist oaup 
there, subject was allegedly on the scene acting as State 
Department advisor. 



At the time of the Castro takeover, it is alleged that 
subject was in and strongly reccnnendad that the 
United States cooperate with the Castro government, 
luring the recent Haitian crisis, subject was allegedly 
on the scene speaking against Duvalier. Subject is 
alleged to be a personal friend of Tito, the Yugoslavian 
oamnunlst dictator, and haa allegedly espoused 
Yugoslavian causes, especially whan it Mas exposed that 
Yugoslavian pilots Mere training in Texas. 



It is alleged that subject moves in circles of Russian 
refugees in the Dallas and Fort Worth area and was a 
particularly close friend and ediarer of lea Harvey 
Oswald. Subject reportedly escorted Lee Harvey and 
Marina Oswald to various parties and brought them to 
aooial gatherings even after being admonished by many 
of the group not to bring Oswald as he mss a trouble- 
maker. It ie alleged that subject was a much closer 
friend of Lee Harvey Oswald than of Marina Oswald. 
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1-9-67 oontinuad Sub J act la allegedly deecrlbed as being of soviet Interest. 

In addition to the above information, sources among tba Russian 
refugee circles In the Dalles area allegedly coraomted that 
Lee Harvey Oeuald could not have been treated to full aooess 
to the Soviet Uhlan, all need to many and return with a 
Russian wife unless he eaa a soviet agent and one eho had 
a mis s i on of Interest to the soviets that overahadoifed their 
usual long time scrutiny of their own agents. Source alleged 
that shortly before earning to Dellas, Lee Harvey Oeuald met 
with John Hall; the subject j and the subject's daughter, 
Alexandria, and her husband. It Is alleged that it was this 
group that persuaded Oswald to live In Dallas with his wife, 
Marina. 

It is alleged that subject continues to be active In Haiti 
and has also made several tripe to Chile Just prior to the 
riots that ware raging in the country of Chile In 1964, as 
he was also alleged to be in Cuba prior to the Castro take- 
over. 

Subject is alleged to be a highly individualistic person 
of varied interests. It is alleged that subject was bom 
in ths Russian Ukraine in 1911, and fled Russia with his 
parents in 1921, during the civil disorder following the 
revolution. Subject allegedly attended a Palish cavalry 
military aeadsoy for li years. It is alleged that subject 
studied in Antwerp and attended the University of Liege from 
which he received a doctor's degree in international cameras in 
1928. Soon thereafter, he allegedly emigrated to the United 
States. Subject allegedly became a United States oltiaen in 
1949. It is alleged that subject e nt ere d the University of 
Texas in 1944, sad reeeivsd a master's degree in petroleum 
geology and petroleum engineering in 1945. It is alleged 
that subject married hie second wife, JKAHNE, in 1959. 

JEANKE was allegedly bom in Harbin, China, of white Russian 
parents. 
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
